REPORT FROM PARLIAMENT HILL 


(Dr. L. E. Kindt, M.P.) 

During our Centennial Year we 
have been reminded at every turn 
of Canada's history over the last 
hundred years, but on the anni¬ 
versary of our HUNDREDTH 
BIRTHDAY a few thoughts on 
Canada's future are perhaps ap¬ 
propriate. In this respect there 
are almost innumerable subjects 
that could be mentioned, but one 
is of paramount importance— 
Canada’s Constitution. 

Some sort of meeting must be 
held just as soon as possible to 
provide Canada with a new Con¬ 
stitution. The British North 
Amercan Act, passed 100 years ago, 
was no doubt a reasonably good 
Constitution at that time, but 


over the years it has increasingly 
failed to meet Canada’s needs. 

Most of Canada's present-day pro¬ 
blems have their roots in our ex¬ 
isting Constitution. In the last 
few years, a number of Provinces, 
such as Quebec, British Columbia 
and Newfoundland, have so inter¬ 
preted our Constitution that in 
some respects they are becoming 
more and more like independent 
states. If Canada is to remain a 
nation and develop into the great 
and unified country that it should, 
the Federal Government must 
have greater authority in a num¬ 
ber of fields. This authority can 
only 'be acquired by consent, and 
such consent can only be obtain¬ 
ed by a Conference of the Federal 
and Provincial Governments. 

A Conference of this nature 
should not only be made up of re¬ 
presentatives of the Federal and 
Provincial Governments, but also 
of other prominent Canadians, 
with appropriate backgrounds. It 
won't be easy to hammpr out a 
new Constitution as there are 
many different points of view re¬ 
specting the necessary fields of 
authority of the Federal and Pro¬ 
vincial Governments, but it can 
be done. These same difficulties 
were present in 1835, but the 
Fathers of Confederation had the 
determination and the broadmind¬ 
edness to work to appropriate 
compromises. 

Two main decisions must be 
made: 

(1) A concise and appropriate 
division of powers between the 
Federal and Provincial Govern¬ 
ments. 

(2) The Federal and Provincial 
Governments must have the ne¬ 
cessary fund-raising ( taxation ) 
powers to be able to finance the 
fields of Government which they 
will be employed to administer. 

At this present time, the Pro¬ 
vinces and Municipalities have 
much of the expensive work of EASTWAY 
Government to carry out—educa¬ 
tion, road building, welfare, etc., 
and insufficient means of ac¬ 
quiring revenue to carry on these 
projects. This has led 
very unfair tax burdens. At the 
present time, Canada is a
